GLACIER BAY i WINTER, 


A Novel and Interesting Excursion ln a 
Far Northern Latitude, 


Doing the tourist act in the mid 
winter season oi Alaska is novel. 
On the evening of Jan. o the voyage 
was begun, and the next morning 
daylight disclosed the steamer an- 
chored off Silmore island in Glacier 
bay, the air biting, the atmosphere 


clear and the sun peeping over the | 


hilis to the eastward. After a hearty 
breakfast the anchor was weighed. 
Steaming against an icy cold wind 
from the glistening pinnacies of the 


placiers, the vessel's bridge and 
decks were soon frosty. Willough- 


by’s Marble Drake and Sturgess is- 
lands Leld their positions against 
the wind as the steamer slipped by. 


To the left Pacific inlet presented 
| itsrange of mountains, snow capped 


and rugged, and at their base Pacific 
glacier nestled, a heap of tumbled 
ice. At the head of the bay Muir 
glacier reared its plateau of ice, 
clinging to the sides of the Fair- 
weather range as if determined not 
to slide into the encroaching bay. 
The scene was wild, and nature's 
process of disintegration seemed 
frozen into a dense rigidity, and the 
works of her art appeared arrested 
by the frozea chill of tons upon tons 
of ice 


C: aptain Carroll headed for the | 
wall of ice, passing Professor John 


Muir's cabin on the richt until 
calm was entered beneath the bee- 
tling crags of frozen architecture. 


Coming up to the wall of ice, the 


steamer swerved and steamed up to | 


within a stone’s throw cf the glacier 
along its entire frontage. At times 
feet of its 
wall, and the ripples from the steam- 
er gureicd into the caverns witha 
warning note. As one crag began 
cracking the stenmer was headed 
farther outand then returned to her 
former course. It is not often that 
one has the opportunity to ride un- 
der a wall of ico for a mile and wit- 
ness the ice hold together until the 
passage is safely made. Captain Car- 
roll admitted wheu at a safe distance 
that it was tho first time he had 
ever approached the miacier so close- 
ly. The walls were fluted with pin- 
nacles of ice rising in places from 
150 to 200 feet from the water, and 
the frosted surface contrasted su- 
perbly with the sea green and heav- 
enly blue tints of the fractured ice. 
As far as tho eye could discover this 
frozen river exiended back into the 
wild recesses of the saw toothed 
Fairweather ranva, 

Opposite the cabin the anchor was 
dropped, and the party of nine went 

{

ashore. Near the glacierlarge blocks 
of ice had collected on the beach, 
and their transpat ‘as hit up by 
the sun's rays, and their lurid crys- 


tals were ornamented by the colors 
of the rainbow. Sreall pieces, like 
seintillating diamouds, glowed from 
the sandy beach, and frozen pools of 


water Jay ensconced in the miniature 
caveriis of the icebergs. While on 
shore alnge slide of ice dronped 


into the bey, and from its crested 
foam large waves dashed upon the

In steaninyg down the bay en route 
for Sitka Muir glacier reached into 
the mountains to the ridge of tae 
White mountains bordering Lynn 
canal as iar as the eye could reach, 
and ilen turning this ficid of ice 
jomed Pacific 30 miles away 
and thence up the sicep sides of the 
Fairweather zvanco fully 60 miles 
from the bay. ‘Liis field of ice, ina 
succession of glaciers, extends from 
Glacicr bay to Copper river, about 
400 miles up the coust, and the man 
with a flving machine could see suf- 
ficient ice on this route to keep him 
cool for the rest of Lis summer days. 
The base of Muir clacier is estimated 
to be two mileslong, but the plateau 
broadons cut with altitude until its 
area becomes Immense,
